On the distribution side there is no rigid 
control. In view of the large capital construction works and 
other special irrigation and hydro-electric projects it has been 
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considered that it may be necessary to tighten the contiol over 
the distribution of cement. It may be mentioned that cement is 
included in the First Schedule to the Industries Development 
and Regulation Act, 1951 (Central Act), and cement industty is 
one of the industries winch has been deelaml by Hit Union 
Government as one expedient in the public interest to take under 
their control." In this connection I would like to refer yon to 
one clause in the list of Central Subjects. Wheie Pailiameut 
passes a legislation saying that it is in the iutetest of the country 
it should take control, the Patliameut gets the power* This is 
what I find in the Union List: 

• Regulation of mines and mineral development to the extent 
to which such regulation and development under the emitted of

Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 do not know in what form tin* original 
Act was passed. I think theoii^inal Kssential Ai tides Control 
and Requisitioning Act was passed dmin& war time when there 
was a paucity of all sotts of matetials m out oountrv. After 
the war came to a close many articles came into free supph and 
at present there are veiy very few articles which are in short 
supply. The Government of India and the State Government 
have taken power to re-control power energy and also cement 
and steel. In this State control over charcoal was htouyht in 
for only one pmpose. In the districts adjoining residuary 
Madras State, namely, Chittoon Nelloie and Cuddapah, the 
zamindari forests were misused hv felling ttees and producing 
charcoal and transporting them to the Madras Sfatt* in Mteh a 
large scale that the previous Ministry was forced to control char* 
coal. One can nuclei stand control of electrical energy, because 
there are a number of private corporations chat^in^ a high rate 
on electric power produced by them. But there is no need for 
control of agriculture. Should any need arise the Government 
may at any time come forward a Bill for that. So I appeal to 
the Government to delete clause 7 altogether. Government 
have also taken powers under clause 3 (2) (k) to search premises 
which includes dwelling houses*

SRI S. RANGANATHA MUDALIAR: - 
Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER, Sir, 

So far as the motive for the Bill is concerned, I am not going to 
dispute it. The Bill is based upon the need for the State to anyment its 
revenues and the more it can get, the happier we are; and it is only 
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reasonable (as the statement of objects and reasons mentions) that, 
for an establishment which gives m large quantities of water, 
thev should pay proportionate taxes. But the principle on which this 
Rill Is sought to be introduced is rather doubtful Because the 
Madras High Court in a certain ca^e gave the ruling that supply of water 
to Cinema Houses was supply for domestic consumption and there- 
fore there has been the need for bringing In a measure like thi», does 
not sound logical. Ways of Courts are sometimes inmrrutthle. I do 
not know in what sense the learned Judges of the Madras Hiph Court 
held that supply of water to Cinema Houses was supply for domestic 
purposes: and we do not know whether it is a decision given by a sin* 
gle Bench or a Divison Bench or a Full Bench, Whatever It fa, the 
Municipality concerned must have taken the matter In appeal and got 
a final decision from a superior Court, Courts arc .sometimes very 
capricious. Simply because*^ particular Judge held'fi particular view, 
the Legislature ought not to rush in with a measure proposing 
amendments. Where t there is a change in the policy of Govern" 
ment...for example in regard to the Madras Estate* I-nntl Act, where 

formerly only certain kinds of estates were brought under the Act, 
later on inams were included, and later on the pollcv of the t lovorn- 
ment was to include khandrika*. and other things sind Inam villages... 
one can understand Bills being Introduced to mark the change of the 
policy of the Government* But in cases like then* we must be very 
chary while drafting the Bills. The Legislature must he very 
careful to see that High C 'ourts do not play havoc with out 
measures. With all respect to the fudges of the High Court, we 
should not give room for them to indulge in remarks thitt the Legisla- 
ture passes loose legislation and things of that kind Therefore, it k not 
known in what context the learned Judges of the Madras High Court 
held that supply of water to Cinema house wa<? a wppiy for domestic 
consumption. Basing our changes on that decision, this measure 
seeks to substitute for the word * dwelling house ' the word 
* building ', There again difficulties come. What building U the 
question? Section 6/ (a) at p*»*»e 198 reads tints : -- 

(a) clauses (a) and (b) shall be retettered a* clause* (c) and (d) 
respectively and before clause (c) as w relettered, the following 
clauses shall be inserted namely : - * 

(a) provide for the ctassitiattkm of iupp!y of wafer under the 
following categories 
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(i) supply to residential buildings. 
This is a new classification. 

(ii) supply to residential hotels, 

That is another classification. 

(iii) supply to shops, commercial establishments (other than 
industrial undertakings) restaurants, eating-houses etc. 

So these are different residential hotels and residential buildings. 
Again in clause (iv) we come to Industrial undertakings. I wonder 
what category temples where large quantities of water Is being used, 
will come. We do not know whether it is residential, or non- 
residential, or commercial or industrial or all. Supposing there is 
some curious decision with regard to temples or mutts. Are we 
going to bring a legislation and amending it. Therefore, my 
submission is even before we carry out this, we shall see all possibili. 
ties and carefully bring under the word * building ' all sorts of 
buildings without giving opportunity for any courts to make any 
further decision. I submit that in measures like this, we should not 
simply base aur changes on the particular decisions of the High Courts. 
I have nothing more to add. The object of the Bill is laudible. We 
want revenue. The man who uses more water must pay more money 
to the State and I request that my observations may be taken in the 
spirit in which they are offered. I meant no disrespect either to the 
Legislature or to the Judges of the High Court.
